Report  of  the  Superintending  School  Committee. 


The  Superintending  School  Committee  of  the  town 
of  Dover  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
condition  and  progress  of  the  schools  of  this  town  for 
the  year  ending  February  1907  : 

SUPERINTENDENT  Y. 

Harvey  R.  Williams,  who  was  superintendent  for 
the  union  district  for  four  years,  declined  to  be  a  candi- 
date for  re-election  and  on  the  tenth  of  April  the  joint 
Boards  elected  W.  H.  Sturtevant  as  Superintendent. 

Mr.  Sturtevant  had  never  had  any  experience  as 
Superintendent  and  was  not  acquainted  with  the  details 
of  the  work  in  our  schools  and  coming  in  at  that  time  of 
the  year  when  the  census  was  to  be  taken,  imposed  a 
tremendous  task  on  a  man  who  was  not  acquainted  with 
it.  Considering  these  circumstances,  we  feel  that  Mr. 
Sturtevant  has  done  very  creditable  and  conscientious 
work  and  this  Board  feel  that  with  his  past  experience, 
he  can  do  better  for  the  coming  year. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 
The  High  school  has  continued  to  be  a  very  satis- 
factory arrangement  and  is  apparently  in  better  shape 
than  it  ever  was  before.    For  details,  we  would  refer 
you  to  the  report  of  Prin.  F.  U.  Ward. 

COMMON  SCHOOLS. 
The  common  schools  taken  as  a  whole  are  much 
better  than  they  were  a  few  years  ago.     The  teachers 
employed  therein  have  been  teachers  of  more  experience 
than  we  formerly  employed,  and  the  course  of  study  in- 
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troduced  by  Mr.  Williams  has  assisted  a  great  deal  in 
advancing  the  work  in  these  schools. 

The  average  attendance  has  not  been  up  to  what  it 
should  have  been.  The  average  attendance  for  the 
year  was  approximately  90%  of  the  scholars  registered. 
Of  the  village  schools,  the  6th,  7th,  8th,  and  9th  grades 
had  the  best  average  attendance.  The  4th  and  5th 
grades  were  fair.  In  all  the  grades  below,  the  average 
attendance  was  very  small  to  what  it  should  have  been. 

Of  all  the  outside  schools,  the  South  Dover  school 
had  the  best  average  attendance  and  Macomber's 
Corner  had  the  lowest  average  attendance,  being  only 
77%  of  the  number  of  pupils  registered.  The  average 
attendance  in  the  Bear  Hill  school  was  very  good  with 
the  exception  of  the  scholars  that  come  from  Dover 
South  Mills.  We  provided  transportation  from  Dover 
South  Mills  for  seven  scholars  the  first  term,  and  eight 
scholars  the  second  and  third  terms.  The  first  term 
there  was  an  average  of  four  scholars  transported  and 
the  second  term  there  was  an  average  of  5^2  and  the 
third  term  there  was  an  average  of  one. 

The  transportation  of  scholars  has  given  the  Super- 
intendent and  the  School  Board  more  trouble  than  all 
the  rest  of  the  work  connected  with  the  schools. 

From  the  districts  adjoining  the  village,  this 
method  has  been  very  successful  as  we  have  been  able 
so  far  to  get  teams  from  either  the  village  or  outside 
and  good  quality  of  transportation.  While  it  has  been 
pretty  expensive,  it  has  enabled  those  scholars  to  get  as 
good  schooling  as  the  town  affords  at  a  slight  saving 
over  what  it  would  have  cost  to  run  an  inferior  school 
in  these  districts. 

The  transportation  in  the  outside  schools  has  not 
been  altogether  satisfactory.  It  is  almost  impossible  to 
get  anyone  to  transport  the  scholars,  the  greatest 
difficulty  being  that  no  one  has  any  suitable  vehicle  to 
transport  them  in.  We  believe  that  if  this  is  to  be  con- 
tinued that  the  town  should  own  two  or  three  suitable 
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vehicles  for  transporting  these  scholars.  We  think 
then  it  would  not  be  so  hard  to  get  some  one  to  trans- 
port them. 

Small  pupils  are  certainly  entitled  to  a  comfortable 
transportation.  Of  course,  if  there  were  as  many  out- 
side schools  run  at  the  present  time  as  there  were  before 
the  districts  were  abolished,  there  would  be  no  need  of 
any  transportation. 

This  law  was  intended  to  assist  towns  in  reducing 
the  number  of  their  schools  without  imposing  an  addi- 
tional hardship  on  the  parents  and  not  intended  to  re- 
lieve them  of  all  responsibility  in  the  matter. 

It  is  impossible,  the  way  our  school  courses  are 
laid  out,  to  get  scholars  sufficiently  prepared  to  enter  the 
High  school  with  only  30  weeks  of  school  each  year  and 
the  Board  would  strongly  urge  on  the  town  the  neces- 
sity of  at  least  32  weeks  of  school  each  year.  If  we  are 
to  keep  abreast  of  other  towns  in  the  State  we  should 
have  36  weeks  in  each  year. 

We  think  that  the  Superintendent  has  covered  the 
details  of  the  requirements  under  his  report  and  would 
refer  you  to  that.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


TO  THE    SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COM- 
MITTEE OF  DOVER. 

Gentlemen  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  first  an- 
nual report. 

It  would  be  useless  for  me  to  compare  the  work 
done  in  our  schools  during  the  past  year  with  that  of 
other  years.  I  shall  simply  try  and  make  clear  what 
we  have  done  and  offer  a  few  suggestions  as  to  how  our 
schools  may  be  improved. 

TEACHERS. 

In  the  village  schools,  we  have  had  several 
changes  during  the  past  year.  Mrs.  Walker  left  us  at 
the  close  of  the  spring  term,  and  the  class  which  was 
graduated  from  her  room  is  proof  of  the  careful  training 
which  has  always  been  characteristic  of  her  work. 
Mrs.  Walker  commenced  teaching  in  our  schools  some 
ten  years  ago,  and  for  the  last  three  years  has  acted  as 
principal  of  the  building.  Young,  energetic,  and  progres- 
sive, her  spirit  of  good  fellowship  has  endeared  her  to 
all  with  whom  she  has  been  associated. 

Miss  Johnson  also  resigned  at  the  close  of  the 
spring  term.  In  place  of  Mrs.  Walker,  Miss  Harriette 
Sweetser  was  elected  as  principal  and  Miss  Grace  Mer- 
rill, as  assistant.  Both  of  these  teachers  have  endeared 
themselves  to  their  pupils  and  their  work  throughout 
the  year  has  been  of  a  high  standard. 

The  interest  the  pupils  have  shown  in  their  studies, 
and  the  general  deportment  about  the  building  have 
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received  many  compliments  from  parents  and  from 
visitors. 

In  the  fourth  and  fifth  grade  room,  we  elected  Miss 
Mellie  Robertson.  She  is  a  hard  working,  conscien- 
tious teacher  whose  work  has  been  most  gratifying 
throughout  the  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term,  owing  to  the 
Primary  room  being  already  rilled,  it  was  not  deemed 
advisable  to  combine  the  sub-Primary  and  Primary  for 
the  winter  term  as  is  usually  done.  Miss  Susan  San- 
born was  retained  as  teacher  of  the  sub-Primary,  but 
owing  to  so  much  sickness  this  winter  her  room  was 
closed  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  week  and  her  pupils  seated 
in  Miss  Chandler's  room. 

Throughout  the  building  teachers  and  pupils  have 
worked  together  and  the  year  has  passed  very  pleas- 
antly. 

In  rural  schools,  we  regret  that  changes  of  teachers 
have  been  frequent.  A  change  of  teachers  during  the 
year  is  to  be  regretted  as  there  is  a  loss  of  time  in  the 
new  teacher  getting  acquainted  with  the  pupils  and 
their  work. 

The  attendance  during  the  year,  and  especially  in 
some  of  the  rural  schools,  has  not  been  all  that  could  be 
desired.  In  many  cases  sickness  has  interfered  with 
the  school  work  but  there  are  far  too  many  cases  where 
parents  have  allowed  children  to  remain  at  home  when 
the}7  should  be  in  school.  In  too  many  cases,  parents 
are  allowing  pupils  to  take  part  in  entertainments, 
attend  social  gatherings,  card  parties,  and  dances;  the 
child  comes  to  school  the  next  day  tired  and  sleepy, 
unable  to  do  his  work  properly;  or  if  the  child  com- 
plains in  the  morning,  the  parent  gravely  sends  an  ex- 
cuse to  the  teacher  and  allows  the  child  to  remain  at 
home.  There  is  a  feeling  among  many  that  school 
work  is  not  a  serious  occupation,  a  preparation  for  life 
and  of  supreme  importance.  There  will  be  an  improve- 
ment in  our  schools  when  the  public  demands  that  dur- 
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ing  the  time  schools  are  in  session,  teachers  and  pupils 
shall  be  punctual  and  regular  in  their  attendance,  and 
that  for  no  slight  reason  shall  the  schools  be  closed  or 
school  work  interrupted. 

STORMY  DAYS. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  watched  the  attend- 
ance on  stormy  days,  and  while  in  the  lower  grades  it 
may  be  advisable  to  close  in  case  of  severe  storm  there 
is  no  good  reason  for  stopping  school  work  in  the 
higher  grades. 

BOOKS  AND  APPLIANCES. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  texts  used  in  the 
common  schools  during  the  past  year.  Old  books  have 
been  replaced  and  new  ones  have  been  added  where 
needed.  It  is  false  economy  to  make  pupils  attempt  to 
learn  lessons  from  books  lacking  pages,  or  for  a  teacher 
to  have  only  ten  books  for  a  class  of  twelve.  I  believe 
we  should  furnish  teachers  and  pupils  with  books 
needed  and  then  use  the  utmost  care  to  prevent  the 
injury  or  destroying  of  these  books. 

TRANSPORTATION . 

The  increase  in  the  cost  of  transportation  of  pupils 
is  one  that  deserves  the  attention  of  every  citizen,  The 
scarcity  of  help  on  the  farm,  no  suitable  carriage,  more 
work  done  than  formerly,  and  often  neighborhood  quar- 
rels and  neighborhood  complaints  are  some  of  the  rea- 
sons why  transportation  is  costing  more  than  formerly. 
In  some  districts  I  have  tried  in  vain  to  find  someone 
who  would  carry  the  pupils,  and  in  one  or  two  cases 
have  found  it  cheaper  to  have  the  pupil  boarded  near 
the  school.  In  certain  districts  where  one  year  ago 
transportation  was  costing  $3.50  per  week  this  winter  it 
cost  seven  dollars  for  suitable  conveyance.  I  believe 
that  where  transportation  is  furnished  we  should  furnish 
a  suitable  and  comfortable  conveyance,  but  in  fair 
weather,  when  it  is  good  travelling,  there  is  no  good 
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reason  why  parents  should  expect  the  team  to  call  at 
the  door  for  their  pupils.  There  are  many  children  at 
such  a  distance  from  school  that  transportation  seems 
necessary,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  it  might  be  well  for 
the  town  to  establish  some  limit  to  this  distance.  I  re- 
spectfully call  your  attention  to  the  increase  in  the 
cost  of  transportation  during  the  past  four  years. 


We  have  paid  $125  during  the  past  year  to  provide 
transportation  for  eight  pupils  from  Dover  South  Mills 
to  Bear  Hill.  So  much  fault  has  been  found  with  trans- 
portation in  this  district  that  this  winter  a  covered  con- 
veyance was  provided  with  a  safe  driver  and  good  team. 
Yet  instead  of  eight  attending  school  there  has  been 
an  average  of  only  four  pupils  for  the  year  and  this  win- 
ter only  one.  If  the  town  must  furnish  transportation 
and  teachers  I  believe  it  should  demand  that  pupils 
attend  school. 


We  have  been  fortunate  in  retaining  the  services  of 
Miss  Blanchard  during  the  past  year  and  her  work  is  so 
well  known  that  it  requires  no  words  of  praise  from  me. 
Dover  and  Foxcroft  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  the 
work  in  music  that  is  being  done  by  the  pupils  in  our 
schools.  In  the  past,  there  has  been  no  provision  made 
by  the  town  for  furnishing  a  team  so  that  the  music 
teacher  may  visit  the  rural  schools. 

To  rely  upon  the  superintendent  for  conveyance  is 
hardly  satisfactory  to  the  music  teacher  or  the  superin- 
tendent. During  the  past  year  I  have  tried  the  experi- 
ment of  sending  out  the  music  teacher  so  that  she  could 
visit  the  rural  schools  once  in  two  weeks.  I  am  con- 
vinced that  if  we  are  to  have  music  taught  in  these 
rural  schools,  the  music  teacher  should  have  a  regular 
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time,  at  least  once  in  two  weeks,  for  visiting  these 
schools. ' 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  standard  of  work  being  done  in  our  High 
school  needs  no  words  of  praise  from  me.  The 
standard  maintained  throughout  the  past  year  both  in 
scholarship  and  in  deportment  is  such  that  we  have 
reason  to  be  proud  of  our  High  school. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the 
report  of  Prin.  Ward  which  I  make  a  part  of  this  report 
and  to  the  fact  that  to  properly  do  the  work  in  the 
Academy  the  pupil  must  have  the  best  of  preparation. 
VISITING  SCHOOLS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  I  allowed  the 
teachers  of  the  village  schools  one  day  for  the  purpose 
of  visiting  the  Bangor  schools.  Rural  teachers  have 
also  been  given  a  day  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  other 
schools.  The  teachers  are  required  to  study  the 
methods  used  in  the  schools  visited  and  to  compare 
their  work  with  work  of  the  same  grade  in  other 
schools.    I  am  convinced  it  is  time  well  spent. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 
During  the  past  year,  I  have  been  trying  to  work 
out  some  plan  so  that  the  school  wrork  done  in  the 
grades  should  be  the  same  in  Dover  and  in  Foxcroft. 
Parents  are  constantly  moving  from  one  town  to  the  other 
and  there  is  no  good  reason  why  the  fourth  grade  in- 
Dover  should  not  be  doing  the  same  work  as  the  fourth 
grade  in  Foxcroft.  At  the  present  time,  there  is  more 
or  less  confusion  as  to  what  grade  a  child  should  be 
assigned  when  he  changes  from  one  town  to  the  other. 
Now  that  the  High  school  work  in  both  towns  is  be- 
ing done  at  the  Academy,  there  is  all  the  more  reason 
why  Dover  and  Foxcroft  should  have  a  uniform  course- 
of  study. 
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LONGER  SCHOOL  YEAR. 

Many  parents  are  dissatisfied  that  their  children  are 
not  pushed  along  faster  in  the  Grammar  schools,  not 
realizing  that  time  is  a  factor  in  the  child's  education. 
In  nine  years  of  thirty  weeks  schooling  one  cannot  do 
the  same  amount  of  work  or  do  that  work  with  the  same 
thoroughness,  that  can  be  done  in  ten  years  of  forty 
weeks.  That  our  Grammar  schools  send  out  pupils 
able  to  do  the  work  required  of  them  in  the  High  school 
course,  speaks  well  for  the  ability  of  pupils  and  teachers. 
Our  schools  are  doing  good  work,  but  we  are  pushing 
some  pupils  over  ground  too  rapidly  and  I  am  con- 
vinced that  man}-  pupils  enter  the  Academy  lacking 
thoroughness  in  preparation. 

The  standard  in  our  High  school  and  in  our  Gram- 
mar school  is  that  of  the  best  High  and  Grammar 
schools  throughout  the  State,  and  yet  there  is  but  one 
city  in  the  State  that  has  only  thirty  weeks  of  school- 
ing per  year.  Bangor  has  thirty-six,  Portland  and 
Eewiston  each  maintain  thirty-eight  weeks  per  year. 

From  the  Maine  school  report  of  1905,  I  find  that 
out  of  seventy-four  New  England  towns  and  cities  out- 
side of  Maine,  corresponding  in  size  with  Maine  towns 
and  cities,  there  are  only  six  that  maintain  less  than 
thirty-six  weeks  per  year.  Of  nearby  towns,  Green- 
ville, Newport,  Guilford,  Milo,  Sangerville,  Skowhe- 
gan,  Oakland,  and  Orono  each  have  a  longer  school 
year  than  we  maintain  in  Dover  and  Foxcroft. 

To  maintain  the  standard  of  our  schools,  we  must 
not  rush  pupils  over  the  essentials.  We  must  teach 
them  in  the  lower  grades  the  habit  of  doing  well  what 
they  undertake  and  to  do  thoroughly  the  work  of  the 
lower  grades,  a  longer  school  year  is  necessary. 

To  attempt  to  crowd  into  thirty  weeks  the  same 
work  that  should  occupy  thirty-eight  weeks  is  doing  an 
injustice  to  the  child. 
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REPAIRS. 

The  past  year  the  Grammar  school  building,  which 
sadly  needed  paint,  has  been  scraped  and  made  ready 
for  painting  during  the  coming  year.  Part  of  the  in- 
terior has  been  varnished.  This  building  had  been 
allowed  to  remain  without  painting  too  long.  New 
seats  have  been  placed  in  the  Macomber  school,  the 
east  side  of  the  Norton  Hill  schoolhouse  shingled,  the 
wall  under  the  Bear  Hill  schoolhouse  repaired,  and 
many  other  repairs  made  as  necessary.  The  following 
repairs  should  be  made  during  the  coming  year  :  The 
Grammar  school  building,  Gilman  schoolhouse,  White 
schoolhouse.  the  Macomber  schoolhouse,  and  the 
schoolhouse  at  Dover  South  Mills,  should  be  painted. 
Both  the  schoolhouse  and  out  building  at  Dover  South 
Mills  should  be  shingled  and  other  repairs  made.  Re- 
pairs are  needed  at  South  Dover,  East  Dover  and 
at  Macomber's. 

LIBRARY  BOOKS. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Public  Library,  boxes 
of  books  have  been  supplied  to  the  rural  schools  during 
the  year  for  the  use  of  teachers  and  pupils.  I  cannot 
speak  too  highly  of  the  good  these  books  are  doing. 

Additional  books  are  being  supplied  from  time  to 
time  and  in  some  cases  two  boxes  are  necessary  at  the 
present  time  to  hold  the  library  which  goes  to  a  rural 
school. 

In  furnishing  the  teacher  with  educational  works, 
in  giving  the  pupils  reference  books  and  a  chance  to 
read  up  in  history,  biography,  nature  study,  etc..  these 
rural  libraries  are  doing  great  good.  I  wish  to  thank 
Miss  Averill  for  her  interest  in  the  work  and  for  the 
care  she  has  shown  in  selecting  and  keeping  track  of  the 
different  books. 

In  closing.  I  wish  to  thank  the  committee  for  their 
help  and  support  during  the  past  year.  To  a  new 
superintendent  there  are  many  difficult  problems,  and  I 
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am  well  aware  that  I  have  made  mistakes.  But  on  the 
whole,  the  school  year  has  been  a  profitable  and 
peasant  one.  I  wish  especially  to  thank  the  teachers 
and  children  for  their  hearty  co-operation  ;  the  School 
Eoard  for  kind  assistance,  and  the  parents  for  their 
words  of  encouragement.

Report  of  High  Schools. 

To  Mr.  W.  H.  Sturtevant,  Superintendent  of 
the  Dover  and  Foxcroft  Schools. 
I  herewith  present  my  third  report  for  the  Dover 
and  Foxcroft  High  schools.  By  vote  of  the  towns,  the 
union  of  the  High  schools  in  the  Academy  still  exists, 
and  the  present  condition  of  the  Academy  proves  the 
wisdom  of  this  vote.  At  the  very  beginning  of  the  year, 
the  towns  voted  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  the  tuition  of  its 
scholars  in  a  business  course.  Such  a  course  was  at 
once  established  and,  though  not  yet  complete,  has 
been  a  decided  addition  to  the  advantages  of  the  school. 
The  first  two  years  of  this  course  require  the  same 
work  as  the  English  course,  and  scholars  are  not 
eligible  to  the  purely  Commercial  studies  until  they 
have  the  equivalent  of  a  two  years'  High  school  course. 
There  are  at  present  time  twenty-eight  scholars  on 
the  business  course.  I  would  strongly  urge  the  con- 
tinued support  of  the  towns  in  this  work. 


The  fall  term,  1906,  opened  with  the  largest  attend- 
ance that  the  Academy  has  had  for  many  years.  Of 
the  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  scholars  enrolled,  sixty- 
five  were  from  Dover  and  fifty-four  from  Foxcroft. 
Although  we  were  badly  in  need  of  an  additional 
teacher,  yet  three  factors  entered  into  a  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  problem  for  the  term  :  (a)  A  building 
well  adapted  for  the  work  it  is  intended  to  do  ;  (b)  A 
willingness  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  to  do  extra 
work;  (c)  The  previous  good  preparation  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  incoming  class.  In  the  winter  term  the 
teaching  force  was  increased  by  the  services  of  an 
additional  teacher.  This  was  made  possible  by  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  tuition  scholars  from  the 
surrounding  towns.  Here  the  union  of  the  town  High 
schools  is  clearly  a  benefit,  for  both  towns  get  increased 
service  without  an  increased  expense. 

The  town  scholars  now  have  the  privilege  of  tak- 
ing any  one  of  four  courses:  The  College  Preparatory, 
the  Latin  Scientific,  the  English,  and  the  Business 
course.  Each  one  of  these  courses  is  arranged  with  a 
definite  purpose  in  view,  and  parents  ought  to  en- 
courage their  pupils  to  pursue  a  course  regularly.  Our 
school  is  still  approved  by  the  New  England  College 
Entrance  Certificate  Board,  and  graduates  wishing  to 
attend  college  may  enter  on  the  principal's  certificate.  I 
wish  to  call  your  attention  especially  to  the  discipline  of 
our  school.  Educators  are  agreed  that  one  of  the  first 
essentials  of  a  good  school  is  discipline.  We  are  still 
under  pupil  government  in  the  form  of  the  school  city.. 
This  system  could  not  well  be  explained  in  this  report 
so  I  will  mention  its  object."  The  school  city  is  to  teach 
morality  and  citizenship  by  practical  means  and  to  in- 
crease the  happiness  of  student  life  and  effectiveness  of 
the  teachers'  work.  As  a  proof  that  it  is  doing  this  I 
offer  you  the  scholars  themselves.  The  discipline  of  a 
school  can  best  be  judged  by  actual  inspection.  We 
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would  appreciate  personal  inspection  by  any  or  all  of 
the  citizens  ot  Dover  and  Foxcroft. 

So  long  as  progress  is  our  motto  just  so  long  will 
needs  present  themselves.  One  thing  that  the  towns 
need  greatly,  and  could  have  with  a  small  expenditure 
of  money,  is  a  suitable  place  for  keeping  the  town 
books.  At  present  the  books  are  given  the  best  place 
we  have,  the  library.  The  objection  to  keeping  them 
in  the  library  is  that  they  are  needlessly  exposed  on  the 
shelves  and  get  misplaced  from  time  to  time.  If  suita- 
ble bookcases  could  be  provided  so  that  the  books 
could  be  thus  protected,  it  would  be  eventually  a  sav- 
ing in  the  towns.  A  second  need  is  one  that  will  im- 
press itself  upon  those  who  keep  actively  in  touch  with 
school  progress.  Towns  of  the  size  of  Dover  and  Fox- 
croft should  offer  to  their  scholars  a  Manual  Training 
Course.  At  a  small  expense  a  course  could  be  sup- 
ported that  would  teach  our  boys  the  principles  of  wood 
working,  and  our  girls  the  elements  of  sewing  and 
cooking.  It  is  a  recognized  principle  in  education  that 
scholars  do  the  best  head  work  when  a  certain  part  of 
the  day  is  devoted  to  hand  work.  The  time  is  soon 
coming  when  manual  training  will  be  in  all  High 
schools  of  the  size  of  the  Academy.  It  might  be  well  for 
us  to  be  considering  the  matter. 

Our  greatest  need  I  have  purposely  left  for  the  last. 
We  need  more  weeks  of  school  per  year  in  our  common 
schools.  More  and  more  work  is  being  demanded  of 
the  High  schools  and  this  demand  must  be  met.  One 
of  two  steps  must  be  taken  ;  the  High  school  course 
must  be  increased  to  a  five  year  course,  or  the  common 
schools  must  have  more  weeks  of  school  per  year.  It 
may  be  necessary  to  take  both  steps,  but  it  would  be 
unwise  to  make  the  High  school  course  longer  when 
the  common  school  year  is  so  much  shorter  than  it  is  in 
other  towns.  If  our  scholars  could  have  thirty-six 
weeks  of  school  per  year  in  the  common  schools,  the 
High  school  work  would  be  much  easier.
